IN MALIBU; FEUD SEQUEL?

and Merino sheep have died, ap- 
parently from poison, on the 
Malibu ranch, and many more seem 
to be in a dying condition. Convinced 
that this is a part of the war be- 
tween certain ranchers living back 
of the Malibu and the ranch man- 
agement, the latter will appeal to 
the authorities today for arrests.

Sun- 
day when the ranch hands went to 
the pasture they were astounded to 
see twenty-five ewes dead and 
others staggering in a mortal sick- 
ness. Most of these have since died. 
Their bodies were swollen, and 
from a superficial post-mortem ex- 
amination made by the ranch hands, 
it was declared that the ewes had 
been poisoned. Dr. Ward Rowland 
and Dr. Leslie M. Hurt, county and 
city veterinarians, respectively, were 
sent for, and went to the ranch yes- 
terday afternoon to examine the 
dead ewes, with the object of de- 
termining, if possible, the nature of 
the poison, which not only destroyed

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AN FRANCISCO'S PLIGHT. 
Labor-union domination in San Fran- 
cisco has culminated in a reign of organ- 
ized lawlessness. Riots occur daily, at 
times hourly, in the streets, and the hospi- 
tals are filled with the victims of violent 
and brutal attacks of organized gangs who 
see 


railway. A strike of the 
men of the United Railroads was 
zed as a means to disrupt transpor- 
depreciate the value of the property 
of the company and awaken a desire on 


roads employs 3000 men and has a gross in- 
come of about $25,000 a day. That patron- 
age and revenue would be a highly-welcome 
adjunct to the political machine that now 
governs San Francisco. The franchises 
cannot be confiscated, and the city is now 
so heavily bonded that it cannot borrow 
a sufficient sum to repay to the United 
Railroads the money it has actually invest- 
ed in the property. But one avenue is 
open to the politicians, that is to harass 
the company with all possible legal restric- 
tions and to make the operation of its 
lines so expensive that service can be main- 
tained only at a heavy loss. They seek to 
force the company to sell to the city or go 
into the hands of a receiver. ; 

ne walk-out of the platform men 
wae 6 on August 11 but 100 of the 
1800 motormen and conductors left the 
company. These were immediately re- 
placed. The strike, as such, proved a sorry 
failure. 

But the politicians and the walking dele 
gates would not accept such a verdict. 
“Business agents” of other unions proceed- 
ed to organize trouble squads to wreck cars 
of the United Railroads and beat up the 
crews. At the same time Mayor Rolph 
and the labor-union Board of Supervisors 
withdrew from the railroad the protection 
of the police and proceeded to hamper it 
by every possible interfe . Labor-union 
police judges joined in the general plan of 
oppression and intimidation. During the 
last three weeks hundreds of the platform 
men of the United Railroads have been 
struck down at their post of duty and so 
severely injured that they Have been taken 
to the hospital. One was shot to death. 
But not a single striker has received either 
@ fine or a jail sentence. Such a travesty 
on justice is without a parallel in the his- 
tory of free government. 

“We must win this. strike through vio- 
lence and intimidation; it is the only way.” 
This slogan of the walking delegates is 
repeated thousands of times daily in San 
Francisco. There is continuous effort to 
incite lawlessness. Even murder is con- 
doned when the victim.is an employee of 
the United Railroads. 

Against this reign of organized lawless- 
ness the better elements of San Francisco 
have been protesting strenuously, but un- 
successfully. President Koster of the 
Chamber of Commerce has charged Mayor 
Rolph with personal responsibility for the 
rioting that culminated in murder. Mr. 
Koster is backed by the Law and Order 
“Committee and by twenty-four civic and 
commercial organizations with a member- 
ship of more than 40,000 citizens. They 
-asked the Mayor to put police on the street 
cars that run through the lawless Mission 
district. They volunteered to raise enough 
money and volunteers to suppress lawless. 
ness if the police force should prove in- 
adequate. The Mayor declined to act and 
the number of acts of violence 
daily. 

Within the last three days, however, a 
new champion of law and order has ap- 
peared in San Francisco. The county 
grand jury has started an investigation. 
The Mayor, the Chief of Police and the Po- 
lice Court judges have been haled before 
that body and told they must suppress vio- 
lence or a request will go from the grand 
Governor for State troops.

but tranquillity will not be restored until 
San Francisco rides itself of the municipal 
ring that has made the present reign of 
violence and lawlessness possible.

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NEED FOR DISCIPLINE. 

A prominent army officer declares that 
the great need of college men is discipline. 
It is probably the big need of most men, 
whatever position they may occupy in so- 
clety. The want of discipline is one reason 
why so many people are compelled to be- 
come specialists, and it is probably a rea- 
son for the necessity of war. Discipline is 
a means of developing character and nearly 
every fine quality of human nature. The 
young soldier needs it: the scatter-brained 
schoolboy needs it; the wasteful and ex- 
travagant housewife needs it; and none 
needs it more than the idler and agitator 
who is an enemy to all government and 
who is forever blobbering that the world 
owes him a living. The fact is that most 
of us have more liberty than we know 
what to do with, or more than we are will- 
ing to use to worthy purpose. Persons 
and nations that refuse to guide and discl- 


pline themselves sooner or later are made 


to “walk the chalk line” by persons, na- 
tions or forces wiser, stronger and better 
than themselves. Discipline is a necessity 
in universal economy, compelling the con- 
sciousness of limitation which is requisite 
for the preservation of balance. Lucifer 
was not cast out of heaven by a hating 
Deity. He fell because he had broken a 
law of spiritual gravitation in assuming a 
position to which he was not eritled in 
the nature of things and from which his 
descent was inevitable. In other words, he 
had failed to discipline himself. Rome fell 
because she became greedy, intemperate 
and top-heavy. In attempting to rule the 
world she forgot the necessity for self-gov- 
ernment. The Kaiser and Kaiserism are 
doomed for the same reason. With all her 
strength and cleverness Germany must suf- 
fer because her citizens, in upholding the 


Kaiser, have fought for an impossible ideal,

Germany will live on and in years to come 
will probably be a greater power, in a bet- 
ter sense, than she has been in the past 
because Germany understands the value of 
discipline.

It may be that boys found condi- 
tions of Civil War battles less trying 
than is the ordeal of the trenches 
to present-day youngsters and there- 


to form a new rule applicable to all 
times; but certain it is that the ma- 
ture are standing the fighting in 
France better than the immature 
and that the lads forced into the 
trenches by the desperate German 
command are not making good.

Men in the middle or late twenties 
can perform feats of modern sol- 
diery quite beyond striplings. 

The same criticism has been made 
freely by German prisoners with 
reference to young officers of com- 
missioned rank. These do not lack 
in bravery, but they frequently are 
deficient in judgment and ability to 
think quickly. This point ought to 
be weighed carefully by young men 
contemplating entering for commis- 


Under present rules it is impossible 
for the very young to go into the 
camps; but men of 25 or 28 may | 
well consider whether they age will- 
ing to accept an officer’s responsi- 
bility, the lives of other men. If 
we are to base our judgment on the 
experience of others, the conclusion 
that trench warfare requires a qual- 
ity of mind among men and officers 
rare among boys under 18 or 19, is 
unavoidable. 

The army accepts recruits at 18, 
but not every one who offers him- 
self. The candidate must pass the 
examination and the officers must be 
of the opinion he will make a good 
soldier. Then, too, his chance of. 
seeing active service for a year or 
so are slight under present condi- 
tions, and during his training period 
he will approach maturity, so as a 
finished soldier he will be nearer 
20 than 18, and mentally a bit old- 
er. Persons who hoped Congress 
would set the draft age at from 18. 
to 26 and were disappointed when 
the minimum was made at 21 should 
consider the German experience. 
Unable to supply their thinned ranks 
with seasoned troops they are com- 
pelled to draft the boys, without, in 
many cases, an adequate training pe- 
riod. The result is demoralized 
companſes and battalions on the fir- 
ing line and consequent disaster.

Colored Men in National Army will 
be Trained in Separate Units 
from the White Soldiers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Negro 
troops of the national army will be 
organized in separate units as is 
done in the regular army, and as 
far as possible will be trained in the 
States where they are raised. The 
call for drafted negroeS to mobilize 
at their camps will be postponed to 


allow officers at the camp to ar-, “ 


range for the organization of these 
separate units. 

Both white and negro men of the 
selective forces will be given an 
opportunity to volunteer to battal- 
ions for service on the line of com- 
munication, their work being mili- 
tary, but not combatant. There 
will be, however, negro fighting res- 
igents of the national army, as there 
are of the regulars and the National 


uard. 
Ot the 687,000 men called for as 
the first increment of the national 
army, it is estimated. that approxi- 
mately 70,000 will be negroes. 

Seventy-two negro soldiers from 
regiments stationed in the South- 
west were selected today to be ser- 
geants of two newly-organized negro 
stevedore regiments, which will be 
sent to France soon. They have 
been ordered to report at an eastern
